Claim Prague Government Directly Helped 
in Rebellion Against Dollfuss—Austrian 
Rebels Being Crushed. 


Water Rights For Columbus Project Ended 


(By the Associated Press) 
Two powerful newspapers, 


the Giornale d'ltalia in Rome 
and the Magyarsag in Buda- 
pest 
today 
declared 
the 


Czechoslovakian government 
had aided and abetted the 
Austrian socialists in the re- 
bellion against the govern- 
ment of Chancellor Engelbert 
Dollfuss. 


The Italian paper, often 
the 
mouthpiece of the Mussolini gov- 
ernment, said proof of Czechoslo- 
vakian aid was shown in the muni- 
tions used by the Austrian socialists. 
A Hungarian newspaper declared 
the Czech government had devalued 
its currency in order to wreck Aus- 
trian industry, thereby creating un- 
rest, while the Magyarsag saw a 
connection between the operations 
of Dr. Edouard Benes, foreign min- 
ister of Czechoslovakia, with the 
Austrian rebellion. 


Government Gains Upperhand. 
After three days of grim warfare, 
socialists in Vienna today capitu- 
lated to forces of the government. 
Fighting continued, however, in 
come provinces. A small army of 
2,000 socfallsts surrendered on the 
outskirts of Vienna. 
Government troops were sent to 
the 
aid of Prince Ernst Von 
Starhemberg, leader of the fascist 
heimwehr. reported surrounded in 
Steyr. But the newspaper Tageblatt 
said fighting in that area bad 
ceased and that Starhemberg would 
return to the capital today. 
Chancellor 
Dollfuss 
issued 
a 
"mercy offer" to socialists if they 
would surrender their arms. Many 
accepted it. 
Italy had 75,000 troops concen- 
trated on the border of her little 
neighbor, prepared for possible ac- 
tion. The government said they 
were not there because of the Aus- 
trian situation. 
Sir John Simon, British foreign 
secretary, indicated to the house of 
commons that his government would 
not interfere in the present situa- 
tion.

CROWDS THRONG 
LINCOLN STORES 
FOR DOLLAR DAY 


Merchants Optimistic As 


Sales Pass Records 


Of Recent Years. 


Greeted with ideal weather and 


hundreds of bargains throughout 
the stores, Lincoln and eastern Ne- 
braska went to town today to make, 
store officials said Dollar Day the 
most successful held in recent years. 
Sales forces had been increased in 
anticipation of the crowd expected 
and from the first big rush when 
doors opened at 9 o'clock, sales peo- 
ple were busy all day with the 
steady stream of customers that 
wound itself in and out of the 
stores. 
The crowd was spread over most 


of the downtown section and for the 
most part, was spending its time in- 
side the stores, buying instead of 
shopping, officials stated. Special 
lots of merchandise were cleaned up 
early in the day but there 
were 
hundreds of special values displayed 
on the counters to await the inspec- 
tion of those who continued to pour 
into the city during the afternoon.

A feature of the convocation was 
the presentation of the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws to James 
Stuart Dales by Chancellor E. A. 
Burnett. The assemblage rose to its 
feet in a thunder of applause as Mr. 
Dales, a member of the first gradu- 
ating class and a man who has been 
ultimately aassociated with the in- 
stitution since its founding, received 
the honor. Chancellor Emeritus 
Samuel Avery stood at his side. 
Using Hans Christian Andersen's 


fairy tale, "The Gobiin and the 
Grocer," as an allegorical 
theme, 
Miss Bentley declared that it is the 
duty of a university to teach feel- 
ings as well as* facts. To emphasize 
this point, she pointed out that the 
'literature of life" is divide^ into 
;wo broad portions—that portion 
which records the facts of history, 
biography and science, and 
that 
portion which gives truth 
and 
jeauty.Tells "Knowledge" Need. 
"The 'literature of knowledge.'" 
Miss Bentley said, "has as its func- 
tion the recording of facts in a per- 
manent and easiiy accessible form, 
so that they may be handed across 
space and time. We leam in two 
ways, by our own experience and by 
other people's experiences. 
Were 
there no literature of knowledge* 
to record these experiences of other 
people, we would have no general 
principles today and the 
world's 
wisdom would be lost to mankind." 
"Imaginative literature's part in 
our lives." she said, "was well de- 
scribed by Shelley who said that It 
gives us 'life, stripped of that mist

Under Hopkins' latest instruc- 


tions, further demobilization begins 
tonight. But the exact number to 
be dismissed at once has not been 
determined. The orders, civil works 
officials estimate, affect the em- 
ployment of 262,682 individuals. 
Some will be retained on a few 
continuing federal projects, how- 
ever. Projects nearing completion 
are expected to be finished, but 
many under way probably will be 
discontinued. State civil works ad- 
ministrations may take over others. 


The largest force affected by the

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
FEARS DISORDER 


Government Resigns; 


Workers Watch Aus- 


trian Situation. 


PRAHA. Czechoslovakia, Feb. 15 


—<fl") —The fear of another great 
European war today sobered Czecho- 
slovakia, faced today with troubles 
of its own. 
The government has resigned, and 
the socialist labor unions have called 
a five-minute protest strike as a 
gesture of sympathy for fellow so- 
cialists, fighting for their lives and 
political

in 
neighboring 
Austria. 


Premier Jan Malypeth. who re- 
mained In office after the govern- 
ment resigned 
yesterday, moved 
swiftly, and a new regime func- 
tioned today. 
So great was the Czech interest 


in the Austrian warfare that the 
resignation of the government here 
yesterday passed with only cursory 
notice. Dissatisfaction among na- 
tional democrats at currency deval- 
uation moves was blamed for the 
government's fall. 
Peeling over the Austrian situa- 
tion is intense among Czechoslova- 
kian working classes. 
Some offi- 
cials have expressed fear that the 
sympathy toward Austrian workers 
might lead to disorder of some kind 
on this side of the border.

Fought Roosevelt's Right 


To Oust Him From 
Trade Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—(AP)— 


A court challenge to the right of 
President Roosevelt to remove a 
member of the federal trade com- 
mission was ended today by the 
sudden death of William E. Hum- 
phrey. 
The former trade commissioner, 


71 years old, died as the result of a 
stroke at his home here. He had 
been in frail health for some time. 
Humphrey had pending in fed- 
eral court here a suit contesting his 
removal 
from 
the 
commission, 
charging that the president had 
acted contrary to law in taking 
away his post with«ut charges of 
wrong doing or malfeasance. 
Mr. Roosevelt in asking that he 
resign last summer, stated in let- 
ters brought out In court that he 
desired to name in Humphrey's 
place a man whose ideas were more 
closely in line with his own. 
Goes To Court For Salary. 
Humphrey declined three such 
requests, and finally was removed 
without a resignation. He went to 
court for salary he maintained was 
due him. 
For years Humphrey was a re- 
publican representative of Washing- 
ton in the house, serving from 1902 
to 
1917. 
He was named to the federal trade 


commission by president Coolidge 
while practicing1 law in Seattle. He 
was reappointed for another six-. 
year term during the Hoover ad- 
ministration. 
His widow and a sister. Miss Edna 
Humphrey of CrawfordsvUle, Ind, 
survive him.

Your Income Tax 


Losses From Casualties and Theft 


To be deductible, a loss arising 


from "fires, storms, shipwrecks, or 
other casualty" need not be con- 
nected with the taxpayer's trade 
or business. 
If his home or his 


automobile is destroyed by fire, or 
his summer bungalow damaged by 
flood or storm, he may claim a de- 
duction for the loss sustained. 


Loss of property by theft or 


burglary is, ar allowable deduction, 
and need not be incurred in trade 
or business. Hence, the loss oc- 
casioned by the theft of jewelry or 
an automobile used for 
pleasure 


and convenience is deductible. It 
must be established, however, that 
the property actually was stolen. 
Should 
circumstances 
attending 


the loss leave the owner in doubt 
as to whether it was stolen or lost, 
the claim would not be allowed. 


A loss is deductible only in the 


year in which it is sustained, even 
tho, as in the case of a theft or 
casualty, it may not be discovered 
until a later yeai*. Losses com- 
pensated for by insurance or oth- 
erwise, of course, are not deduc- 
tible. 
However, in the event the 


amount of insurance is not suffi- 
cient to recompense for the loss 
sustained the excess of the loss 
over the amount of the insurance 
is deductible.

in price if pending national legisla- 
tion restricting the importation of 
coconut oil and copra is possed 
Nebraska, he said, would be greatly 
benefited by the passage 
of 
the 
Shallenberger amendment to the 
revenue bill in congress 


"Some interests are putting out 


information to the effect that an 
excise tax on imported oils would 
double the price of soap" Gram- 
lich said "This is a preposterous 
statement 
A nominal advance in 


the price of soap and other cleans- 
ing agents would mean much less 
to any industry than materially 
greater income on the 
part of 


farmers " 


Pointing out that the market for 


inedible oils has practically disap- 
peared, Gramlich said med'ible tal- 
low is selling for such a low price 
in Nebraska that Tenderers can 
scarcely afford to collect it The 
great bulk of this product goes into 
soap More than 800 million pounds 
of inedible tallow and greases are 
pioduced in the United States each 
year and Tenderers process 55 per 
cent of the total, essentially from 
by-products. This, he said, shows 


that imported articles are taking 
the market for inedible fats and 
greases from the American pro- 
ducers.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 15— C/P) — 
President Roosevelt soon may draft 
a special message to congress on 
the air- mail situation, reports in 
postal circles said today. 


The reports, following an open 
charge by Postmaster General Far- 
ley that all domestic air mail con- 
tracts except one were products of 
conspiracy, did not disclose what 
the president will recommend. 


Some hope is being held out that 
several companies charged by Far- 
ley with "collusion" might 
be 


brought back into the air mail pic- 
ture by drastic self-reorganization. 
Otherwise, they would be barred 
from bidding for five years. 


As the Roosevelt administration 
prepared for a court battle over the 
dramatic cancellation of the air 
companies' contracts, Farley issued 
an open letter last night. It assert- 
ed flatly 14 aviation company chiefs 
met in the big gray stone postoffice 
department here in 1930 and that 
13 came out with lucrative holdings. 


No Competitive Bidding. 
Competitive bidding .was aban- 
doned, Farley charged, and other 
companies were excluded from the 
meeting. He declared also that a 
system 
of extending 
contracts, 
maintained under the Hoover ad- 
ministration. was "illegal." 
Farley's open letter was addressed 
to Chairman Black of the senate air 
mail investigating commitee, which 
turned up evidence that led to the 
wholesale cancellation and the sen- 
ate's just completed air mail trials. 
Farley said that only the National 
Parks Airways emerged 
empty- 


handed from the 1930 conference. 
That concern alone, he asserted,. 
will be given a further hearing. 
Farley charged that former Post- 
master General Walter F. Brown 
acted "illegally" when he extended 
five contracts beyond their normal 
date of expiration.

Her eyes are brown, am 
she wears tortoise rimmed glasses 
fingering them rather regularly as 
she talks. Bobbed hair with a clear 
wave. She has a pleasant smile, am 
does not hesitate to use it. A choke 
of small pearls with a plain brown 
dress, suggesting thjj popular knits 
but more possil^f 
woven—as 
proper for one from the manufac 
turing family—and a gold wris 
watch. Her accent is marked, bu 
considerably less so than othe 
speakers—Sir Phillip Gibbs, Powys 
or Lodge. Now and again, there i 
just a hint of shyness in her man 
ner, but a very decisive "no" to a 
question dispels that fleeting illu 
sion and puts a larger period on 
that phase of the conversation. 


Although Miss Bentley admits 
that some day, some time, some 
where ,she may use an American 
setting for a novel, she thinks it 
rather a "rash" attempt of an 
author. "When you have lived in 
one place for years and know the 
characters equally well, there is the 
danger of molding those 
of an 
environment strange to the author 
in their general fashion, Miss Bent- 
ley believes. 


Tells English Differences. 


Speaking of the variety offered 
in America, Miss Bentley said Eng- 
land also offers distinctions in its 
backgrounds. 
"To you, England seems small 


But there is a vast difference be- 
tween the industrial north and the 
agrlcidtural south. 
"After all, it is economic condi- 


tions that make types." 
England at this time has three 
literary schools in experimental Iic- 
tion, according to Miss Bentley 
That experimenting in technique, in 
words and characters, as represent- 
ed by Virginia Woolf; that experi- 
menting in faith, the ethics of trie 
novel, with Aldus Huxley and Rich- 
ard Aldington as its exponents; and 
that of scope, the matter of it, a 
new kind of Ufe. 
"When the three unite, we shall 
have a magnificent literature. They 
are somewhat hostile now, but each 
represents a struggle toward liter- 
ary progress." 
Eastward bent now toward more 
lectures and a- late March sailing 
date. Miss Bentley is having a not 
much busier life than in England. 
She trusts not to inspiration, but 
sits at her desk every morning, to 
do some sort of writing. Not al- 
ways a novel, but if not it is a criti- 
cal survey of the five or six volumes 
she reviews weekly for an English 
literary syndicate or preparation for 
her lectures. The lectures may be 
concerned with the literature of 
northern England or with its indus- 
tries—she went out with * tishlng 
fleet in the North sea to secure au- 
tnentic details for one broadcast— 
"and the herring were beautiful- 
it was great fun"—but they always 
are educational. 


Winter Climaxes At Night. 


If Miss 
Bentley is neanng the 
end of a volume, she works into the 
evening. Her studio looks out over 
the Yorkshire hills, and when she 
has an exciting or emotional scene 
to depict, she prefers to work at 
night, watching the light pricked 
blackness of the hills. 
and her work is done entirely in 


long hand. 
"I can't compose on the typewrit- 
er."Miss Bentley works from the be- 
ginning to the conclusion of her 
volumes, stemlv resisting tne urge 
to write the big scenes first, believ- 
ing that authors 
following that 


practice lose a certain amount oi 
form and beauty. 
"When the best parts are written 
first, you don't want to do the joln- 
ine. And too often, in that fashion, 
the big scenes lack a little reality, 
for something in trie routine pages 
leading to it has failed to prepare 
for this moment, unless it has been 
worked out as a continuous episode. 
Of course. I make notes of conver-. 
nation or a topic I can introduce 
later, but I never do a scene ahead 
in detail."

Dennison swiftly rose to complete 
Dennison swiltly rcse to complete 
power in the ol^ third ward wnen 
he entered politics and from tnis 
start, his friends say, he built a po- 
litical machine that attracted to 
Omaha political leaders from 
all 
parts of the nation who desired to 
see the Dennison machine in opera- 
tion. 


He came to Omaha as a gambler 
after years spent in prospecting lor 
silver in Colorado, New Mexico and 
Mexico, and as a gambler in Colo- 
rado, Montana and Utah. His po- 
litical power in Omaha extendec 
over a period of some 40 years and 
he was often the center of bitter 
strile, but always he kept to nis 
path, 
disclaiming both the power 


with which he was credited and the 
wickedness with which his enemies 
credited him. 
Dennison was a vigorous fighter 


against his enemies and a firm 
standby to his friends. Outside ol 
politics, his greatest interest lay in 
juiet charity 
work, and

Native of Iowa. 


He was a native of Iowa, being 


XMH in Delaware county. Dennison 
was married twice, first in 1893, 
and again in 1930, the second Mrs. 
Dennison winning an uncontested 
divorce last year. 


Three times during his career in 
pmaha he was the center of court 
fights, but on each occasion he was 
cleared. The first trial was on a 
gambling charge; the second in 
connection with an Iowa diamond 
robbery, and the tnird in connection

Then 
the grim, the short-spoken New Englander met the 
gallant fine blod of the south and fused to produce 
a race of heroic and gifted men and women. Tbere 
from that hallowed section came those who over thi 
next hundred years were to do so much toward per- 
petuation of American ideals, toward expansion of 
the nation, toward development of its business and 
industrial life. 


Always the reader is thrilled with that glowing 


story of the Cumberland migration. Nothing exactly 
like it had taken place previously, and nothing ex- 
actly like it has occurred since then. Through that 
narrow mountain pass, flanked by the Blue Ridge 
mountains, starting at the tip of the beautiful Shen- 
andoah valley in Virginia, which marked the last of 
what may be considered the old colonial domain, 
thousands, hundreds of thousands, pushed westward 
to high adventure in the unknown.

It has never been apparent to the ordinary citi- 


zen why the naming of a postmaster should have to 
be submitted by the president to the council of elder 
statesmen. The postoffice department is a purely 
executive agency, whereas the senate has a plenty 
big enough Job on its hands looking after legislation. 
The same might be said of Internal revenue collect- 
ors, 
United States marshals, and other federal ap- 


pointees scattered over the country. 


Senators would be better able to serve their states 


and the country if they were not bothered with these 
appointments. The only reason why they care to 
mix in is to see that their political aides and friends 
are taken care of.

him and to utter words of cheer. Once his heart 
stopped for two minutes, only to pick up again and 
resume the fight. That is the heritage of those 
Kentucky hills, which produced a people who found 
joy in living and happiness in service to their coun- 
trymen and to their nation. 


He was one of America's outstanding bankers. No 


;f'finger of suspicion, no whisper of gossip, was point- 


ed in his direction or attached to his name through- 
out all of this period when popular indignation vent- 


^ eA itself against those in the banking profession who 


betrayed their trust. He was a tower of strength in 


"'Chicago. Upon his shoulders much of the burden 


of America's second city feU. He discharged it faith- 
fully, honorably, efficiently, in keeping with the high 
ideals which characterized him throughout his life. 
To the distressed school teachers of Chicago, he ex- 
tended his help. To thousands he gave sound and 
kindly counsel. To his community and to his coun- 
try he gave the best of bis heart and mind.

1932. His own adopted state of Illinois was spon- 
soring his candidacy for the presidency. The state 
of his birth was ready to step behind him.

THE LAW'S DELAY. 


THREE members of the Dillinger gang, captured 


in the southwest, were due to go on trial for 


the murder at Lima, Ohio, of the sheriff, the slaying 
allegedly having taken place while Dillinger was be- 
ing rescued from the county Jail. The trial, how- 
ever, has been delayed until a defect in the indict- 
ment against the gangsters has been remedied. In 
fact it may be found that the defect is fatal and 
that another grand jury must be called and all the 
preliminary procedure again gone over. 


The defect in the indictment by which the trial 


was held up was the neglect through oversight of the 
foreman of the grand jury to write above his signa- 
ture on the instrument the words, "A true bill," as 
was prescribed in England a number of centuries ago 
to the ordinary individual, not versed in legal lore 
when the grand jury system was devised. Of course 
to the ordinary individual, not versed in legal lore 
and technicalities, and whose only interest is in hav- 
ing justice done, the omission of the words set out 
may seem a matter of unimportance. His only con- 
cern will be over the truth of the charges contained 
ih the indictment and the ability of the prosecutor 
to prove them. 


And he would be quite right. But form and pre- 


cedent control in most courts, and where the archaic 
grand jury system still prevails, the verbiage pre- 
scribed in England during the dim twilight of re- 
form must be adhered to. The only reason for this 
apparently is that whenever progressive amendment 
of the law is suggested such amendment is combat- 
ted by lawyers in the legislative bodies, who insist 
that they are standing up for the protection of hu- 
man liberty, whereas in most cases their concern is 
for guilty clients whom they may in the future be 
called upon to defend. 


In Nebraska, happily, we are almost free of the 


grand jury farce, but it still prevails in the federal 
courts and in most of the states. 
Notwithstanding 


the fact that we have progressed that far, however, 
there are still many useless technicalities and trivi- 
alties which stand in the way of sure and speedy jus- 
tice. Many attorneys have long sought to eliminate 
these and had it not been for the opposition of other 
lawyers would have been successful in their efforts. 
It is to be hoped that they will fare better in the 
next session of the legislature.

take on a limited number of the 
vast army of the unemployed. 


Now that Americans face a simi- 
lar emergency one is tempted to 
ask if we are 
attacking it 
any 
more scientifically than have the 
British. 
Breadlines of shivering, 
haggard men and women in our 
principal cities are a more humili- 
ating spectacle than any to be wit- 
nessed in Great Britain. Its work- 
less hosts had to be protected, and 
with them it 
or revolution. was a case of relief 
The general results 
there is that the rich are poorer 
and the poor are fed, which is in- 
finitely better than anarchy anc 
rebellion. 


On the other hand we confined 
ourselves in this 
country 
before 
March, 1933, when the new admin- 
istration took office, to local and 
voluntary relief agencies with no 
end in sight for a solution of the 
problem. Municipal bond issues to 
suppply the ways and means have 
now been authorized in many cities 
and states, and the Federal gov- 
ernment is aiding those states 
where it is necessary to do so.

[ central Nebraska this week, several carloads 
alfalfa were sent to the dairy farmers of 


orthern Wisconsin. It was^but a small part of the 
hipments being made by the alfalfa growers of the 
Platte valley region to northern and to central Wis- 
onstn, where severe drouth conditions the last year 
reated an unsual demand.

It is true that in advanced kid- 
ney disease the uric acid increases 
slightly in the blood. Uric acid is, 
of course, excreted by the kidneys, 
and it would be natural that if then- 
function were damaged the uric acid 
would be dammed back into the 
blood stream.

mean that the uric acid caused tne 
kidney disease. In fact, the kid- 
neys seem to be able to get rid of 
uric acid more easily than any 
other substance which they ordin- 
arily excrete. 


Uric acid undoubtedly would W 


increased in the blood shortly after 
eating 
a heavy meal consisting 


largely of meat, .but this is a per- 
fectly natural fluctuation. It does 
not stay in tne blood long enougn 
to do any harm 
and, in fact, is 


thrown off so rapidly that is is very 
difficult to catch it at the moment 
of increase. 
There is no constant increase in 
uric acid in the blood in chronic 
rheumatism or arthritis other than 
the gouty form. Nor In high blood 
pressure or hardening of the ar- 
teries, or any of the other things 
that Dr. Haig so glibly 
supposed 
were due to uric acid retention in 
the blood.

Funeral Services For Alex Tunberg 


Final Survivor Of Swedish Colony 


Coming To United States In 1865 


Slowly the saga of the pioneers 


of the west draws to a close. Tues- 
day noon the final rites were held 
in Lincoln for Alex E. Tunberg the 
last known survivor of a colony of 
3,000 Europeans who came to the 
United States after the exhortations 
of Mormon missionaries. 
In the years following the settls- 


ment of Utah by the Mormons, mis- 
sionaries were sent all over the 
world by that colony. Thousands 
of converts were obtained in Europe 
ind brought to Ameri'i to build up 
;he religion and the settlement. 
In 1865 a company of 3.000 came 


across the ocean and crossed the 
country from New York. A large 
contingent of Scandianavians was 
included in the train, of which the 
Tuaberg family was a part, Alex 
E. Tunberg, who died here Monday 
at the age of 82, was a boy of 13 
when the train reached 
Buffalo 
Landing near Nebraska City. 


Against Polygamy. 
It was winter and the company 
lalted to await spring. Here for the 
first time 
Alex Tunberg's father 


learned that the Mormon religion 
countenanced polygamy. He rebelled 
and refused to go further. A num- 
ber of others joined with him and 
when the Mormon leaders pushed on 
in the spring this small group wa 
left, many of them in dire straits. 


The Tunbergs went to Omaha, 


where they had a blacksmith friend. 
The mother was desperately ill and 
the family needed help. A daughter 
went out to see if she could locate 
the blacksmith, who they knew 
would assist them. But the girl 
could speak no English and she was 
frightened in the strange country. 
Finally a man noticed the girl cry- 
ing on the street, and asked her 
what the trouble was. 
It was fortunate that the stranger 


could speak Swedish and that he 
knew the blacksmith, because the 
blacksmith came to their aid at 
once. 


Soon Alex Tunberg, although only 


a boy. went to work and for many 
years almost all his pay went to help 
his father pay for a homestead he 
had preempted in Burt county, near

are worth preserving because 


of the great good they do in mak- 
war on the hoppers might go over 
with this column if 
the 
claim to 
that effect were founded on facts. 
While it is true that the aver- 
age crow 
gleans 
an 
occasional 
meal from foraging on hoppers, the 
service the crow performs in that 
particular has given him only a 
negligible value. 


In the regions of Nebraska and 
South Dakota infested 
by grass- 
hoppers during recent years, the 
crow most assuredly has 
fall-n 


down on his job. The hoppers have 
been in evidence for 
some time 
past and any lessening of the ex- 
istence of these insect pests and 
the damage traceable to their pres- 
ence can be attributed almost en- 
tirely to weather conditions, such 
as moisture and low temperatures, 
plus the 
measures 
taken by the 
civil authorities and 
the farmers 


to prevent the hatching of the in- 
sects' eggs. 


All of which makes U apparent 
that agencies other than the crow 
most function if the hopper pest is 
to be successfully resisted 
and 
eventually eradicated. 
The crow, 


in other words, is a dependence 
unworthy of consideration. 


PREPARING for the warfare 


on the crow, the Waltonites 
are stressing the importance of 
sparing other forms of wild life, es- 
pecially eagles, hawks and owls. 
This detail was mentioned in this 
column last Sunday, but it justi- 
fies repetition at this time, due to 
the fact I am now in possession of 
expert information 
justifying my 
claim that most of the hawks and 
owls common ha Nebraska have a 
distinctive value in that they are 
the natural enemies of 
numerous 
animal and insect pests. 


I am assured that of the many 
varieties of hawks and owls more 
or less common in Nebraska, only 
three of the hawks and one of the 
owls are seriously harmful because 
of their nature to prey on other 
birds. The three hawks in question 
are the sharp-shinned, the Cooper 
and the goshawk. The single in- 
jurious owl is the 
ereat-horned 
species. The other desirable hawks 
and owls are 20 or more in num-

passes. 


Now the defense must constantly 
guard against the running attack, 
while the team in possession of the 
ball will find the 'passing threat' 
more powerful." 


Bible also iclieves there will be 
less passing down on tne goal line, 
although the new rule permits one 
mcompleted pass m the end zone 
without counting it as touchback. 


Passing: Threat Potent. 


His reason for this statement is 
that he feels the passing threat wiU 
now be more potent and the defense 
will be forced to take greater pre- 
caution against a completed pass in 
the end zone. The "opening" of the 
defense should make for more suc- 
cessful running plays, 
Bible de- 
clares.

erved?" 
is under martial law. In 


front of the ministry in Vienna 
company of soldiers stood at atten- 
tion a few days before the present 
civil warfare broke out. Their eyes 
stared straight ahead under grim 
steel helmets. A pretty girl passed 
The eyes of the guard wavered anc 
a smile flickered down the line of 
martial faces. 


The pretty girl was the only 


spectator of the changing of the 
guard before the Austrian ministry 
ol war. Twice a day the guard is 
changed in Berlin and twice a daj 
two thousand 
people gather to 


watch the ceremony. Never in the 
history of the German army has a 
Prussian soldier on guard dared to 
smile at a pretty girl. 


On the Austrian side the soldiers 


smile. On the German side they 
scowl. Nevertheless Chancellor Doll- 
fuss, who is today commander ol 
Austria, was once "commander of a 
machine gun company in the war 
It was in a part of the Tyrolean 
Alps near Bozen. The monstrous 
rock formations he defended were 
immortalized by Dante. In the "Di- 
vine Comedy" the gates of hell are 
an exact description of the valley 
Dollfuss fought in. Dante had visit- 
ed the valley in his youth. 


Named "Dollfuss Rocks." 


It is on the west side of the Zug- 
na-Toria. In the midst of its blocks 
of rocks, big as houses, Dollfuss 
fashioned a fortress. The young 
lieutenant, smallest man in the 
Austrian army, had only a handful 
of men. to defend it. The enemy 
wanted it badly. From the begin- 
ning of 1917 to October, for 10 
months they launched overwhelm- 
ing forces against the Dollfuss fort. 
They never took it. The army 


iamed the rocks "Dollfuss Rocks." 
Today 45 out of 50 persons in 


Vienna declare that Dollfuss "can't 
hold out." Most of them say he is 
"bound to fall in the spring."- And 
of the 50 persons questioned nearly 
all were persons sympathetic to 
Dollfuss.

Tell Governor It Would Add To 


Rather Than Relieve Unem- 


ployment in Country. 


OMAHA, Feb. 
15—CAP)—In a 


written appeal to Governor Bryan, 
.the text of which was made public 
here today, the Omaha coal bureau 
urged the governor to use his good 
offices with the public works ad- 
ministration to grant an additional 
hearing on the Loup nver power 
project. 


The letter, a copv of which was 
wired to Secretary ickes at Wash- 
ington, emphasized previous pro- 
tests of coal operators and labor 
groups on the ground that the proj- 
ect will take work away from wage 
workers instead of relieving them. 
"We believe." the letter says, 
"that this project is promotive of 
unemployment rather than re-em- 
ployment and that public works 
funds can be used to far better ad- 
vantage and to the welfare of far 
more of our citizens in Nebraska in 
other ways." 


"We concur with the national In- 
dustrial board and its chairman, 
General Johnson, that the project 
tends to defeat rather than pro- 
mote the purposes of the national 
recovery act," the letter concludes.

Right'Of-Way For New

Farm Surplus. 


"Our surveys show that there 


will be a market for the power pro- 
duced by 
the 
various Nebraska 


PWA projects which are now pend- 
ing," George E. Johnson, former 
state engineer, told the Lions club 
at 
the 
chamber 
of commerce 
Thursday noon. 
"Our surveys in a 200 mile ra- 
dius of El wood, indicate that one 
billion five hundred million kilo- 
watt hours of electricity, now pro- 
duced by steam, are used and the 
power projects would supply about 
a third of that, so you can see that 
there is a market." - 


"A number of people can't un- 
derstand 
why 
the 
government 
wants to spend money for irriga- 
tion, when we have a farm sur- 
plus," Johnson said. "The vicini- 
ties which would be supplied by 
these projects are not 
essentially 
corn and wheat localities; the pro- 
duction in those districts would be 
largely beets and dairy products 
and would not come into competi- 
tion to increase the existing sur- 
plus." 


He declared that figures showed 
that several years ago farms were 
of an average size of 80 to 160 
acres but that now the average 
size is one-half to a section of land. 
"People have moved to the cities 
and are on relief or CWA. If these 
projects go through we will 
get 
them back to the farms." 


He said that even with increased 
beet production the nation would 
still have to import sugar, so that 
the irrigation 
projects would not 
interfere with the surpluses.
